Electrical Experimenter. 


Boiling water will take up a ranch 


larger quality of alum than cold wa- 
ter. 
If we dissolve as much alum as 


possible In the former as the liquid 
cools crystals of alum will be deposited 
on any object placed In the fluid. A 
piece of coke or .clader allowed to 
stand In a boiling solution of alum will 
become coated with ^numerous glisten- 
ing crystals «s the," liquid cools. 
It 


will hare the appearance of a natural- 
ly formed mlueralogical specimen. 


Ornamental baskets, etc., may be 


formed In this way by covering wire 
or willow baskets. The baskets cov- 
ered with wire and then cotton are 
the most successful, as the surface to 
be coated with crystals must be some- 
what rough. Take twice as much wa- 
ter as will be sufficient to cover the 
basket, boil It in a saucepan and add 
as much alum as will dissolve In the 
water. A quart of water will require 
about eighteen ounces of alum. Strain 
this through muslin or blotting paper 
into a large Jar and hang the basket In 
the boiling liquid. Stand the J«r on 
one side to cool and keep free from 
dust In a few hours the basket will 
be completely covered with white crys- 
tals of alum. 
Should it be desired to 


color the crystals add the requisite 
dyestuff to the alum solution before 
straining It. A few drops of cheap 
dye will serve the purpose well.

" "Hearing voices mingled with soba 
upstairs, I ran up and stood in an 
opening on the second floor, looking 
into a bedroom through an open door 
On a couch lay the figure of a man, 
but a number of persons were crowd- 
ing about him so that I could not see 
his face. A young woman was on her 
knees beside the couch, hysterically 
clingttig to the body, while another 
woman was trying to draw her away. 
A man was standing apart, wringing 
his bands. I stepped Into the room, 
and the moment he saw me he col- 
lapsed. Tne woman trying to draw 
the girl away from the body turned 
and, seeing me, uttered a shriek. Then 
she dropped on her knees before me, 
and between her sobs said: 
" 'Don't take him! He made a terrible 


mistake. Oh, why didn't I confide in 
him? Let me explain, and when you 
know how we suffer at what has oc- 
curred I am sure you will not add to 
our misfortune. This to ray! Intimate 
friend'—pointing to the girl beside the 
couch. 'She was married clandestinely 
t» the man who lies there. The mar- 
riage could not be published because 
her father would disinherit her. I per- 
mitted them to meet here. My hus- 
band was away and did not know. Hers 
was here this evening, and she wfts ex- 
pected. My husband came home «ud- 
denly and found him here with me, 
waiting for her. Mad with jealousy, 
without giving us time to explain, he 
seized a heavy glass ornament and

my wife in my own room from a heavy 
sleep or stupor, I don't know which.

"I was so impatient and curious to 


know what was coming that I tried to 
pump it out of him, but his mouth 
was shut like an oyster, and never a 
word did he speak from the time we 
started till we pulled up in front of 
the house In which Charnley's body 
had been found the morning after the 
murder.
